Ratepayers at the recent town meeting should 
have been disturbed at the statement that if a major 
fire occured in Vulcan in sub-zero weather, requiring 
the laying of long lines of fire hose, the fire depart¬ 
ment would thereafter be virtually ineffective for a 
matter of several hours due to the complete lack of 
proper facilities for thawing, draining and drying hose. 

The present fire hall just gives sufficient space in 
which to store the two fire engines, with no space for 
thawing or drying of hose and no space for training 
of members of the fire department. 

The town council has been asked to give consider¬ 
ation to the replacement of the present old fire hall 
with a modern building with space provided for the 
needed facilities mentioned above, and the Advocate 
whole-heartedly endorses this proposal. The town is 
growing and expanding every year—town services 
such as fire-fighung must keep pace. 

Another need that should be considered at the 
same time is that of adequate facilities for the library. 
The present accomodation is very poor and certainly 
doesn’t lend itself to any expansion of library service. 

There is no reason why one new building, pro¬ 
perly planned, could not provide adequate space and 
facilities for both fire hall and library. Better accom¬ 
modation for the library will have to be considered 
sooner or later—why not plan for the future and in¬ 
corporate such accomodation into one new building 
that will meet the needs of both fire department and 
library? 

Construction of such a building would have to be 
approved by the ratepayers, but it would fill a definite 
need and, we are sure, would receive approval.

THIS FREIGH RATE BUSINESS 

Freight rate increase of 17% granted to the rail¬ 
ways will have a terrific impact on the economy of 
western Canada, and it is all inflationary. Higher 
freight costs only compound the disproportionate rates 
in effect. in. different sections of the country. While 
Ontario and Quebec escape big freight hikes, located 
as they are along competing waterways routes, the 
other provinces bear a heavier load than ever — par¬ 
ticularly Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. The 
federal government has announced an “adjustment” 
scheme of sorts to offset this discrimination, but no¬ 
body is kidding himself that prices of goods in the 
west aren’t going up. 

Grocers anticipate considerable higher costs of 
most food items. Electrical appliance dealers are wor¬ 
ried about transportation rates from eastern manu¬ 
facturing centres. It’s the name story in all business 
lines, where bulk and weight of finished products is 
a decided factor. Farm machinery will be going up an 
estimated 5% — a heavy percentage on commodities 
valued in the thousands of dollars. 

The Globe and all other newspapers in the west 
have received the glad tidings, too. Newsprint will cost 
about $20 more a ton. Fine printing papers are expect¬ 
ed to be up between 8% and 10%. Even a 50-pound 
drum of news ink — which doesn’t last long in a 
weekly publishing plant — will carry a higher price 
tag. Any businessman must think long and hard about 
his operation, when costs suddenly sky-rocket and the 
margin between income and expenditure shrinks 
further. Should a publisher increase his advertising 
rates? Charge more for a yearly subscription? Bump 
the printing price of a thousand envelopes? 

Can the furniture merchant afford to absorb the 
freight hikes himself? Or must he mark up the cost 
of a dining room suite? And the grocer a pound of 
coffee? And the machinery agent a 1959 tractor? 
There can be only one answer. The consumer must 
foot the bill, and he is not doing so equally across the 
dominion of Canada. 

It is not yet clear what the federal government 
intends to do to correct this imbalance, but the action 
is of vital importance to each person in the Maritimes 
and western Canada. His pocketbook feels keenly the 
injustice of the present freight rate structure.

CounclUors: 

According to a report In last 
week’s Advocate, the matter of 
dogs running at large In town dur¬ 
ing the summer season is now 
under consideration.

Charlie catne over and the man 
said, “Think wc could get this out 
tor the man? He’s in a bit of a 
spot . . .” 

Charlie asked me a few quick 
questions about type face, dead¬ 
line, color and willingness to pay 
a bit of overtime if need be. Then 
he said, “We’ll do our best — I 
think we can handle it by the 
deadline; I’ll guarantee if for the 
28th, though.” 

They did the job, sent a car for 
me to come and read proof right 
in the shop, and there was no 
overtime required. I started to 
thank the boss profusely. He said, 
“You really ought to thank Charlie 
— but the best way to thank us 
is with your next print job.” He 
said it with a grin, of course, but 
he meant it and he'll get my next 
print Job and I’ll have it at his 
shop at the earliest possible mom¬ 
ent. 

One other thing about those two 
shops has stuck in my mind ever 
since. 

That was the expression on the 
faces of the boys and girls at work. 
In the leisurely shop, they looked 
gloomy, tired, unhappy. In the 
fast-moving set-up, they looked 
alert, happy, enterprising. 

I’m convinced that in an organi¬ 
zation where everyone is going 
full tilt against deadlines, there is 
more genuine goodwill and fine 
spirit than you find in situations 
where workers Just aren’t doing 
their best. When everyone’s on his 
toes, snapping into the Job, there’s 
an Inescapable spirit of zest and 
pep. 

I may be wrong, but I’d be wil¬ 
ling to make a bet that the men 
in shop one feel more tired at the 
end of the day than the chaps in 
shop two!

NORWAY RAT INVASION 

EDMONTON — The combined 
efforts of farmers and pest con¬ 
trol officers again stemmed the 
invasion of Norway rats at the 
eastern border of Alberta in 1958, 
an agriculture department spokes¬ 
man said here. 

The rodents, moving in front 
Saskatchewan, were confined to a 
strip along the province’s eastern 
boundary. 

David Stelfox, assistant super¬ 
visor of pest control for the pro¬ 
vince, said farmers and pest con¬ 
trol officers used more than 10 
tons of dry-mix bait poison and 
more than .100,000 quarts of water 
bait. They killed about 58,000 rats. 

"Much credit is due Alberta 
residents for their oo-operaUon 
with municipal and provincial pest 
control officers," Mr. Stelfox said.
